A Mountain of ColO Guunlotl liy tiio Spirit* '- II10 


About sixty miles from tho Pacillc coast 


in tho Stato of Sinaloa, Is a mountain Itnown 
as ;t Corro del Oro,v or Hill of .Gold, writes 
a correspondent of tho St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat from Sonora, Mex. 
It rises in ma- 


jestic grandeur from tho midst of cluster- 
ing hills, grant! in themselves, but insig- 
niiiear.t In the presenco of this silcr.t, 
gloomy, rugged old l:inj. To the casual ob- 
server thcro is nothing remarkable about 
this magnificent mountain, wlmso sides M-O 
covered with vegetation, am! apparently as 
smooth as thu grassy slopes of Califorii'.r., 
seen from tho deck of a passing steamer. 
Its Immensity is not rcali/.ed until thoasccnt 
is undertaken. 
Us r.idcs, apparently so 


smooth., aro found to be traversed by deep 
goi'KCS and by fissures, shaded by giant 
trcos, whose inlcrladiift branches cast n 
somber gloom over tho entrances to tiio 
doe;) canyons. It is with hesitation akin to 
fear that oae enters their cavernous doptbtf. 
Thero it Is that the people oi' iliu neighbor- 
ing hamlets havo taken refuge in tho dark 
days of revolution and invading wars, leav- 
ing their poor huts, and huddling tholr 
children together lo nook shelter from tbo 
rudo fttorin of Human passion, in tho rugged 
bosom of the old mountain of mystery. 
Many a gray-headed man lied woman can 
remember tho time whcr. with hurried 
steps "ami many backward glances they 
nought, shelter in tun deepest fastnesses, aa 
tbo only haven of safely. Fdrtunato wero 
they who hud nufllcicnt warning to gather 
up their few oown and burros, tho former 
i'urnlshing milk, und the latter loaded with 
corn and bedding from the homo that would 
soon bo destroyed by tho relentless torch of 
tho Invader. 


Nothing but war in its crudest form could 


Induce a Mexican to leavo his home: nnd 
seek shelter iu tho gloomy caves ot old 
Corro dcI'Oro. For it Is lhoaj>odo of spirits 
and demons. 
JN'o Onv cares to venture- 


iilono Into Its depths. Many queer talcs uro 
told of tha strange sights seen by venturc- 
nonic persons. Tbat it Is under a upoll of 
enchantment is woll known by tho old and 
llrmly believed by tho young. 


That extensive mining has been dono in 


this mountain 110 ono can doubt, as numer- 
ous patlns whore ore was assorted, and 
ruliiB of arrastrag whore the gold was ex- 
tracted, prove that beyond a doubt; and by 
digging into tho piles of wasto lino speci- 
mens of froo gold ore fire obtained. But no 
trace of a mlnocan bo found. Occasionally, 
in tho neighboring vlUages, while oxcr.vnt- ] 
Ing foundations for hounes, bars of gold 
buvo been discovered, and ornaments of 
gold, crudely hammered out, have been un- 
oarthcd. But 
thcro uro no gold mines 


knowD to exist wltliin leagues of thin 
mountain. 


Thoi'o is n sti-ango tradition handed down, 


that long ago this hill was tho scene of 
acttvo mining; thut tho mountain side, now 
so gloomy and ailcut, echoed tho elicit of tho 
hummer, nnd tho voice of the muleteer urg- 
ing tho patient animals as they tolled round 
tho avrofltra, aud tho singing of tho happy 
miners'rushing down tiio mountain sldo, 
their day's task done—thinking of tbo 
bright eyes watching for them, ami the boi 
tarllllas and frijoles waiting for them at 
their humble little home. 


But In an evil day all was cfmugofl. 
A 


band of robbers, lured by tho glitter of tho 
abamlant gold, swept down tbo mountain 
Bide like u blast of fire, shot down tho men 
lilto dogs, not Ictivlug n soul ullvo to tell 
tho talc. Tho treasure, they secured was 
immense. They loaded all thn mules with 
treasure and left iho place, so lately full or 
llfo, » scono of grliu death and desolation. 
Then itn-ns thai the "Duendos" (fairies) 
of tho mountain by enchantment closed up. 
tho entrances of the mines, ami it ia said 
taut spirits of tllO murdered miners still 
dwell in the mines, 


Once every year tho poflate of t-ac mines 


aro opened. Oh tho eve of St. John to- 
wards evening an old man appears at iho 
mouth of tLc tunnel, nnd later the mount- 
ain side Is peopled as of old, tho ghostly 
nctors going through tb.e work as iu llfo, 
tho men witb their hammers, tho mulo- 
tecra at their arrasm-as, all busily fat 
work, but ullcnt as tho gravo. A young 
man who was belated whilo looking for cat^ 
tlo camo unexpectedly upon tfco scene. lie 
was fixed without pou->'r of motion, and 
was forced against his will to see tho ghost- 
y crow nt work over tho glittering goldon 
treasures. At*twelve nVlock tho ghostly 
captain gave tbo signal and nil hands quit 
work, und, sclzlaa their napkins contata- 
,nfl tbo midnight lunch, lit ilrcs to heat 
;no!r tortillas aud coffee. Tho Uro was an 
unearthly bhio and burned with a lllckor- 


.;, uncertain light. The oyca of oacii and 


every ono wcro lit up wilb. an uncanny 
jlcnv of phosphorescent Itgbt. At a word
